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WHAT'S AHEAD PUBLIC

California’s estimated population nine and one- 
quarter millions indicates the tremendous increase 
per cent the six-year period since the last census, 
and population analysts tell that within the next 
two decades our total population will have increased 
millions. 

With this tremendous growth, industrialization will 
also increase, that the predominantly agricultural 
state the past will become thickly settled, highly 
industrialized, but never self-sufficient. 

What will the impact this rapid growth upon 
the public health? 

With the rapid increase population, always 
consider the possibilities increase communi- 
disease. This likely occur because the bal- 
ance between immunes and susceptibles, which tends 
develop with stable population, disrupted with 
great increases population, and order regain 
the balance, increased incidence various diseases, 
occurs. 

Communicable disease, however, longer 
major problem far public health concerned. 
This extremely difficult lesson for learn, 
and continue our planning for health services 
place undue emphasis the importance the con- 
trol communicable disease. Probably this must 
80, least until tuberculosis and the venereal diseases 
are nearer control. public health know, how- 
ever, that whereas communicable diseases resulted 
over per cent all deaths years ago, they now 
result less than per cent all deaths, and one- 
half this per cent due tuberculosis.

REORGANIZATION THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
PUBLIC HEALTH 


Your program chairman asked that statement 
made about the present organization the State 
Department Public Health. very glad 
this because believe that, through the support given 
the Governor and the Legislature, has been pos- 
sible develop type organization which should 
able effectively, even though the 
responsibilities the department greatly increase 
with the increased population and problems incident 
thereto.

The prin- 
cipal were accord, and result, 
five divisions were set under which the department 
These divisions include: Administration,

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ices, Laboratories, and Local Health Service. The 
medical bureaus are grouped under the Division 
Preventive Medical Services and the bureaus related 
sanitation under the Division Environmental 
Sanitation. The Laboratories Division speaks for 
itself, and Administration includes Records and Statis- 
ties and Health Education addition the service 
units Personnel, Accounting, and Office Manage- 
ment. Local Health Service responsible for the 
coordination all services local health departments, 
order that may function this work one 
department rather than large number services 
working independently. 


NEW SERVICES 


Recently there has been imposed upon the Depart- 
ment the responsibility for the inspection and licens- 
ing hospitals, and last week the Governor signed 
Assembly Bill No. 88, which provides for hospital 
survey the State California and the development 
hospital construction program. The department 
has also been given the responsibility the adminis- 
tration relatively large fund for mosquito abate- 
ment. The sum $400,000 has been made available 
for subventions mosquito abatement districts and 
other agencies for the control disease- 
bearing mosquitoes and $200,000 available for 
demonstration project determine the role played 
tarsalis the transmission the virus 
encephalitis animals and man. 


EXTENSION LOCAL HEALTH SERVICES 


The State California includes counties. 
one-half these counties, there exist what for 
want better term, health departments. 
addition, there are city health departments with 
full-time health officers. Approximately per cent 
the population the State receives health service 
through these departments. The other per cent 
the population, representing three-quarters mil- 
lion people, receives only rudimentary services through 
part-time health departments. 

Facing immediately, there the problem the 
extension full-time health services into all the areas 
the State. There are various ways which this 
ean done. Some counties without services can 
afford secure them when the thinking the com- 
munity reaches that state. most instances, how- 
ever, will necessary for counties band together, 
either through the local health district plan, which 
working well San Joaquin County, through the 
plan operation now the bi-county Sutter-Yuba 
unit, through which there joint county responsibility 
for the operation the health department. 
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The recent report Haven Emerson’s Subcom. 
mittee the Committee Administrative 
the American Public Health Association indicates 
the importance the development local health 
services all areas the country. Dr. Emerson 
the strong belief that State health departments 
should not develop local health districts and render 
direct service local level, but should foster the 
development multi-county health units and give 
such assistance available necessary the 
development these units. This the belief our 
department, and the years come, one 
principal responsibilities will extend this program, 

Support for health services woefully inadequate, 
There are several ways improve this. 
using present tactics, which are good the hands

California have, with the rest the country, 
tasted the problems incident the provision medical 
through the EMIC program, through which serv- 
ices have been given something over 85,000 cases. 

California Physicians’ Service has been reactivated 
and has recently signed contract with the Veterans’ 
Administration provide care for service-connected 
disabilities approximately 1,300,000. veterans 
California. This will give real opportunity 
demonstrate the value well conceived voluntary 
plan. 

The American Medical Association has essentially 
the California plan and has made provision 
for the loaning funds various State medical 
societies. who desire develop medical service plans 
based the California Physicians’ Service program. 

Legislation now pending before Congress relating 
medical care not moving rapidly its proponents 
had anticipated. Considering all factors, have the 
strong feeling that experimentation, before the devel- 
opment National over-all mandatory plan, will 
advantage the people this country.

SMALLPOX SAN FRANCISCO FIRST 
OUTBREAK SINCE 1939 


The first ease smallpox reported from San 
Francisco since 1939 occurred member the 
armed who was flown from Japan and devel- 
oped symptoms route. December 29th, the 


day his arrival, was hospitalized with rash 
which subsequently was diagnosed smallpox. 
has history unsuccessful vaccination 1943. 
From that time until March 13th, five additional 
cases have occurred among San Francisco residents 
although only coincidental relationship has been 
established with the initial case. 

The second case, onset January 15th, 
woman who lived the neighborhood the military 
hospital but not known have had any contact 
with the case. Formerly school teacher, she had 
been vaccinated many times when school immuniza- 
tions were done but has scar and history 
nonimmune reaction. 

The other four cases were members two Negro 
families living the same house another section 
the city. There has not been established any 
epidemiological relationship between these cases and 
either the first two. 

The first case this group four was four- 
year-old unvaccinated boy whose onset was Febru- 
ary 12th but who did not receive attention 
for week. Although household contacts were 
immediately vaccinated, cases developed three 
persons, all whom had histories previous immu- 
nization: his mother, onset February 28th; seven- 
year-old boy and his mother, onsets March 5th. 

Aside from the sudden appearance six cases 
smallpox city which had been free the disease 
since 1939, there are several points particular 
interest the outbreak. 

Five the six had been previously vacci- 
nated. the record one the five, the 
tion was recorded and another had 
history never having had primary reaction 
despite repeated vaccinations. persons had 
scars evidence previous immunization and 
although dates could not established, vaccination 
had been within the past seven years the case 
the seven-year-old boy. 

Three cases possibly could have been prevented 
had immediate medical attention been secured for 
the four-year-old boy, since less time would have 
elapsed between exposure and vaccination con- 
tacts. 

would seem that the strain virus responsible 
for the San Francisco outbreak virulent one. 
One case, the unvaccinated boy who went without 
medical attention for week, has been unusually 
severe.

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NEW HEALTH LAWS PASSED SPECIAL 
SESSION LEGISLATURE 


Four acts great value toward improving and 
maintaining the health the people this State 
were passed the Legislature special session and 
have been signed the Governor. All the acts 
contain urgency sections which provide for the legis- 
lation into effect immediately. 


HOSPITAL SURVEY 


The State Department Public Health author- 
ized make survey hospital and health center 
facilities and needs the State and develop pro- 
gram for construction. appropriation $25,000 
made. 

State Advisory Council Hospital Facilities 
created consisting not more than members 
appointed the Governor. 

The State Department authorized make appli- 
cation for Federal funds pursuant the Federal Hos- 
pital Survey and Construction Act now pending 
Congress and provide for their expenditure. 


MOSQUITO-BORNE DISEASE CONTROL 


Study mosquito diseases and State assistance 
local agencies for the control disease-bearing mos- 
quitoes provided new law. 

The State Department Public Health author- 
ized enter into cooperative agreements with any 
local district other public agency engaged the 
work controlling mosquitoes under terms, conditions, 
and specifications prescribed the State Board 
Public Health. The agreements may provide for 
financial assistance behalf the State and for the 
doing all any portion the necessary work 
either the contracting parties, except that 
event shall the department agree that the State’s 
cooperation shall exceed per cent the total cost 
any acceptable plan. 

The sum $600,000 has been appropriated the 
State Department Public Health for the purpose 
out the act. Not more than $200,000 
the appropriation may used the department for 
making studies and demonstrations, and administer- 
ing the act. 


MOSQUITO ABATEMENT DISTRICTS 


Mosquito abatement districts are exempted from 
the provisions the District Investigation Act 
1933 Section 2206, Chapter the Health and 
Safety Code. 

The act provides that the new will remain 
effect only until the ninety-first day following the 
next regular session the Legislature. 


MAXIMUM RATE TAX FOR MOSQUITO 
ABATEMENT DISTRICTS 


The maximum tax which can levied for mosquito 
abatement county boards supervisors has been 
raised from cents each $100 taxable 
property the district the county, under Section 
2302.1 added Chapter the Health and Safety 
Code. 


BOARD ACTION SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


new permits will issued for the disposal 
raw sewage into California streams, bays, and ocean 
waters and all outstanding permits for this practice 
will revoked January 1947, the State Board 
Public Health ruled its meeting San Fran- 
cisco, March 11th. 

the same meeting, the board instructed the State 
Bureau Sanitary Engineering investigate the 
status all sewage disposal systems operating under 
State permits and recommend suspension modi- 
fication where continuance not warranted the 
facts. State law requires that public disposal 
domestic sewage and industrial wastes permit 
from the State Board Health. 

Use which local governments will make the 
$90,400,000 appropriation made the special ses- 
sion the Legislature the Construction and 
Employment Act may affected the board action. 
The act provides that the State Department 
Health declare the reasonable adequacy sew- 
age disposal before city can secure funds for other 
projects. The department will utilize its permit 
system, which has been operation for over years, 
means determinig the adequacy local pro- 
vision for sewage disposal.

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AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT DEATH RATE 
INCREASES CALIFORNIA 


Deaths resulting from automobile accidents jumped 
from tenth eighth place the leading causes 
death California 1945. the only one 
the leading causes showing increase the death 
rate compared with the preceding year with the 
exception cancer which the rise was very slight. 

Only two communicable diseases are represented 
the leading causes: pneumonia, seventh place; 
and tuberculosis, ninth place. Excluding these and 
deaths due conditions peculiar the first year 
life, the other seven leading causes death are acci- 
dents and the degenerative diseases old age.

Geographical distribution encephalitis during 
the 10-year period, 1936-1945, shown Table 
considering these data should kept mind 
that only reported cases are given, not case rates. 

Although cases were reported from the 
counties, per cent the 10-year total was concen- 
trated three San Joaquin Valley counties: Kern, 
287; Fresno, 251; and Tulare, 148. 

When counties reporting from 100 cases are 
listed, the areas with relatively high number 
eases are extended the Sacramento Valley and San 
Francisco Bay region.
